Combined mishaps piague firemen

I riday the 13th combined with the prevalance 
of Murphv’s law gave folks who happened to be in 
the area of Kersting Court that night a bit of a 
shocker. 

The Sierra Madre Eire Department scheduled 
its regular Friday evening drill at the rear of Gem 
Plumbing and set about to simulate a problem in 
the area at the back of the businesses near that 
locale. 1 o add realism to the drill, flashing red lights 
against a movie screen was enhanced by several 
large smoke bombs. 

About this time, the winds decided it was time 
to get into the act and picked up the smoke in 
large amounts and deposited them on the inter¬ 
section of Baldwin and Sierra Madre BKd. Persons 
in that \icinity soon started calling the station to 
report what they thought was a fire in the business 
district.

The smoke from the smoke bombs had entered 
under the overhead door of that location and the 
employees, still unaware that it was a drill, got a 
large dose of the non-toxic smoke and began to 
hack and cough and retreated to the outdoors. 

The fire department was alerted to the real 
emergency and proceeded to the front of the build¬ 
ing to render help to the v ictims. 

In the meantime word had spread that it 
was a drill and that there was no danger of any 
kind other than restricted visibility. One resident 
became upset over the incident and reportedly 
called upon the mayor to come downtown to see 
what was happening. 

The drill was continued to conclusion as the 
smoke bombs (which last about five minutes) 
vvere burned out and the air cleared quickly in the 
southerly breezes. 

The local fire department drills every Wednes¬ 
day night and the second and fourth Friday, but 
about 50*^0 of the drills are conducted in the train¬ 
ing room or in the vicinity of the station. It is 
pointed out that this particular drill was a good 
simulation of what probably would happen in case 
of the real thing and it was a good learning ex¬ 
perience.

Janet Stevenson Wood 
is a member of one of 
Sierra Madre’s “first” 
families. Her grand¬ 
father’s brother. Nelson 
Hawks, was a San Fran¬ 
cisco resident involved in 
the printing business. 

Back in the early 1880s, 
Nathaniel Carter, who 
founded Sierra Madre, 
purchased some printing 
equipment from Hawks. 
At that time. Carter 
spoke to Hawks about 
the Sierra Madre proper¬ 
ty he was developing. 
Hawks was interested, 
came down to this area, 
liked what he saw and 
became one of the first 
purchasers of land in 
Carter’s Sierra Madre 
tract. 

Ammi Hawks, Nel¬ 
son’s brother and Janet’s 
grandfather, also bought 
land in the tract. Ammi 
established a citrus ranch 
here and shipped his de¬ 
licious fruit all over the 
country. The adobe struc¬ 
ture Ammi built for cur¬ 
ing lemons still stands to¬ 
day at 35 E. Monteciio 
(now occupied by Art- 


space). 

Fannie Hawks, Nelson 
and Ammi’s sister, 
brought their elderly mo¬ 
ther here and built one 
of Sierra Madre’s ear¬ 
liest homes, still located 
at 50 E. Grandview Ave. 
Fannie started the Epis¬ 
copal Church in Sierra 
Madre with the first 
meetings being held in 
the parlor of her home. 
Later she donated the 
land on whieh the church 
stands today. She also 
established the Tourist 
Hotel (where The Keep¬ 
sake is today). 

Janet Wood is a be¬ 
loved tnember of this 
community and has been ■ 
a most active one. She 
has had a career as a tal¬ 
ented singer, she is a 
past-president of the 
Sierra Madre Historical 
Society, was the 1970 
Sierra Madre Citizen ol 
the Year, is a charter 
and honorary life mem¬ 
ber of the Sierra Madre 
Coimiumity Health Care 
(formerly Sierra Madre 
Community Hospital) 
Auxiliary and is a charter 
member and emeritus 
member of the board ol 


directors of that facility. 
Her grandchildren are 
the sixth generation of 
this same family to live 
in Sierra Madre. 

Following is .some of 
the childhood memories 
of Sierra Madre Janet 
shared with us: 

“Around the turn of 
the century. Sierra Mad¬ 
re was a small village 
and a beautiful one. 1 
would like to highlight 
a few childhood me¬ 
mories of those days. 

“One of the earliest 
is the outings and picnics 
in the Little Santa Ani¬ 
ta Canyon — no houses, 
no cement channels, only 
oaks, sycamores, large 
rocks atid rushing streams 
(except in the summer 
of a dry year). We would 
drive up with horse and 
buggy, taking ham¬ 
mocks, which would be 
swinging from trees. 
There my mother (who 
was a widow), grand¬ 
mother and two aunts 
would sew or read while 
1 played among the trees 
and rocks and by the 
stream. Later, my grand¬ 
father Hawks and my 
uncle, after their day’s 


work in their oratigc and 
lemon orchards would 
join us, and there would 
be a delicious picnic sup¬ 
per from our baskets, 
with perhaps fried chick¬ 
en, potato salad and a 


freezer full ol apricot or 
peach ice cream made 
from our own fruit and 
milk from our cow. My 
grand! at her would have 
had to drive to Mon¬ 
rovia that morning to 
buy ice for the freezer. 

“There would also be 
picnics near a small re¬ 
servoir for the Baldwin 


Ranch in an area we 
now call ‘The Oaks.’ 
Linder the trees in spring 
we picked yellow violets, 
shooting stars, paint 
brush, tidy tips and 
many other wild flowers. 
It was a favorite spot 
for Sierra Madreans and

‘Obseiving’ tips 
for the comet 


By Jeff Miedema 

Before viewing Halley’s Comet, it is important 
that you allow your eyes 10 to 20 minutes of time 
to adjust to the darkness. Going from light areas 
out into the dark will make it hard for you to 
find the comet, much less see it well. 

Binoculars with 7 x 35 to 7 x 50 will provide an 
excellent view compared to the naked eye. Cameras 
with 200mm or greater will also aid in a better 
view of the comet. 

When using binoculars, the field of view that 
is the area to be seen will be limited by its 
magnification, hence, zoom-type lenses will provide 
the observer with flexibility in controlling the field 
of view. 

Eyes that have adapted to the dark will take in 
the full-view range in one look. Observers will be 
able to note the change in motion or distance 
covered from night to night. 

Remember, when trying to line up the sight of 
■ a seeing device, such as binoculars, you should 
find the target by eye first, then remain fixed 
on the object as you raise the binoculars to your 
eyes.

Renewed life for 1883 home 


By Phyllis Chapman 

One of Sierra Madre’s historic lioiiies is being 
saved from destruction and will be given renewed 
life by Sierra Madre builder Fred Crockett. The 
house, which was built in 1883, is located at 102 
N. Hermosa, just behind the I uthcran Church. 
Ihe church has owned the property for several 
years, but has recently sold it. 

Rather than de.stroy the house, Crockett (yes, 
he is related to that Crockett) has opted to res¬ 
tore it and to retain the same Victorian features 
for two rental units he will build next to the house 
on the north side. Each of the new units will 
have a bay window, porch, wooden posts, fire¬ 
place, etc., that are all part of the charm of the 
1883 home. 

This area is an R-3 /.one and apartment build¬ 
ings have been built very close to the historic 
home on the south side. The new units, Crockett 
says, will each have two bedrooms. 

The home has been known as the Chloe B. 
Jones house. It was built for Jones who was 
Sierra Madre’s second school teacher. She succeeded 
professor E. T. Pierce in 1883, whett he lelt to 
take charge of Pasadena schools. 

Not only was Jones a very capable educator, 
but she also persuaded the school trustees to plant 
pepper trees aroutid the schoolhouse, which stood 


in what is today the Kersting Court area. She 
assured the trustees that she would be respon¬ 
sible for the care of the trees during the school 
term, if they would see to their care during school 
vacation. 

She asked the boys at the school to take turns 
bringing a garden hose from home to water the 
young trees and they considered this a great treat. 
Some of the pepper trees still stand in Kersting 
Court today as a reminder of her efforts. 

Jones purenased 20 acres from William Spauld¬ 
ing in 1883 to build her home. She lived there 
until her death in 1929 at age 86. Members of the 
Tarr family were the next owners, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald Tarr living there for over 40 years. 

Some changes have been made to the back ot 
the house but the three front rooms are the same. 
The original fireplace is in the living room and the 
bullseye-type moldings, so typical of that era, are 
still intact. Crockett says he has found the con¬ 
dition of the home to be very good. 

Crockett has restored other older homes in 
Sierra Madre and is presently working on plans 
for the restoration of the Ocean View House on 
Mira Monte which was Sierra Madre’s first hotel. 
He is also builder of the new home in the Vic¬ 
torian style on E. Grandview, across from St. 
Rita’s Church.

Furnari shares experiences in Chine

Mary Furnari, Sierra Madre, is in China, on a 
teaching assignment. She shares with neighbors 
some of her experiences. Ed. 

As one of Sierra Madre’s own, now living 
and teaching in China, 1 thought a message from 
the “Middle Kingdom” was in order. My friends 
at home will be happy to know that, despite a 
few rough weeks of initial adjustment, 1 am grow¬ 
ing to feel at home in Chengdu, the capital of 
Sichauan Province. 

Teaching English at Chengdu University ol 
Science and Technology, while not without its 
challenges, proves to be both interesting and re¬ 
warding. My graduate students range from 19 to 40 
years of age. For the most part, they are curious 
and anxious to learn. In tact, some are like vul¬ 
tures for information. 

Most Chinese university students have studied 
English for a number of years. However, manv 
have never been exposed to a native speaker bclmc. 
“Deaf English,” as one of rny students put it. 
“we study English, but we never hear or speak it. 
Consequently, when called upon to answer ques¬ 
tions in class, many students are initiallv dumb¬ 
founded. 

I live in a building on campus with other 
western teachers. We ratige widely in age and come 
from different parts of America, as well as Eng¬ 
land. We are like a big family and form a net¬ 
work of support for each other. Our building has 
been dubbed the “Panda House by local Chinese 
for the special treatment we are to receive. 

Life in this friendly ciiy is lull v'l spice and 
energy. Tackling the streets on bicycle can be a real 
adventure. Not only may people spontaneously 
break into conversation with you while riding along, 
grabbing a chance to practice their English, but re- 
Oexes must be sharp to dodge all sorts vd moving 
vehicles. A good dose of courage won’t hurt 
either. Having been pitched to the ground once al¬ 
ready, I now have a healthy respect lot the 
powers that be. 


I fear for nty waistline amidst such generousity 
and good food. .loking aside, otice you are close 
to the heart of a Chinese, you have a friend lor 
life. 

Nevertheless, there are moments when I can 
smell the sage on the hill along Carter Street 
and hear the owls hooting at night. At those 
moments, you are in my thoughts and there’s 
feeling of home.

The Selective Service 
System reaches an im¬ 
portant milestone in the 
registration of young 
men on Jan. I, 1986. 

Beginning on lliis 
date, men who were re¬ 
quired in 1980 to regis¬ 
ter vvilh Selective Service 
will be turning 26. Select¬ 
ive Service does not have 
Hie authority to accept 
registrations of men al¬ 
ter they turn 26. Men 
who failed to register will 
have permanently lor- 
feiied their righi to eer- 
lain Federal student aid 
and job training benefits 
as well as federal em¬ 
ployment . Additionally, 
registration with Select¬ 
ive Service is a require¬ 
ment in some stales tor 
various employment op¬ 
portunities, such as law 
e n fo r e e m e n t agencies 
and permission to prac¬ 
tice law. 

Men horn in 1960 who 
have registered will reach 
age 26 in 1986 and, un¬ 
der present law, will no 
longer be eligible lor 
seleeiion for induel ion. 
Over 15 million men, age 


18 through 25, have re¬ 
gistered with Selective 
Service since President 
Carter initiated registra¬ 
tion in 1980. 

Many of the men who 
are nonregistranis may 
be unaware of the re¬ 
quirement or do not un¬ 
derstand Ihe importance 
of the obligation lo re¬ 
gister. Some have served 
in the military but failed 
to register either before 
entering the Armed For¬ 
ces or after leaving ac¬ 
tive duly. Others may 
have been incarcerated at 
the time of their 18th 
birthday and not realized 
they were required to re¬ 
gister if released from 
custody prior to age 26. 

Men age 18 to 25 who 
have not yet registered 
should register promptly 
to avoid proseeulion 
and/or loss of benefits. 
Registration takes only 
five minutes at any post 
office. Failure lo regis¬ 
ter is a felony, punish¬ 
able by a fine of up to 
$250,000 and/or up to 
5 year; imprisonment.
